Brigham  Young  University’s 
swim  team  finished  an  undefeated 
season  Saturday  by  shooting  down 
the  Air  Force  .Academy  swimmers, 
68-36,  after  plowing  under  the  Ag- 
gies of  Utah  State,  92-12,  Friday 
night. 

Both  victories  were  in  the  Rich- 
ards Physical  Education  Bldg, 
pools,  and  gave  the  Cougar  swim- 
mers a 17-0  mark  for  the  regular 
season. 

AMONG  FAVORITES 

Though  BYU  is  only  in  its  second 
year  of  varsity  swim  competition, 
the  Cougars  must  be  rated  among 
the  favorites  in  the  Western  Athlet- 
ic Conference  championships  to  be 
held  Thursday  through  Saturday  at 
BYU. 

The  Cougar  swim  squad  ground- 
ed defending  champ  Utah,  75-29, 
Jan.  21.  The  Redskin  swimmers 
every  year,  and  prior  to  the  loss 
to  BYU,  had  never  lost  a dual 
meet  to  a W’AC  school. 

Coach  Walt  Cryer's  crew  had 
no  difficulty  gaining  a win  over 
Ulah  Spate's  outmanned  Aggies 
Friday.  It  was  USU's  14th  straight 
loss. 


The  Cougars  broke  nine  of  12 
meet  records  against  the  Farmers, 
and  freshman  Fred  Baird  broke  a 
national  frosh  record  in  the  200-yd. 
butterfly  wuth  a 1:57,3  clocking. 
The  existing  standard  of  1:57.8  will 
remain,  since  Baird  was  competing 
as  a varsity  swimmer. 

BYU’s  outstanding  frosh  swim- 
mers were  not  used  in  the  varsity 
meet  against  Air  Force,  but  the 
Cougars  nevertheless  won  handily. 

Dennis  Meyring,  the  only  senior 
on  the  Y squad,  placed  first  in  the 
200-yd.  individual  medley  and  the 
500-yd.  freestyle. 

Other  double  winners  for  the 
Cougars  were  Doug  Reagan  (50-yd. 
free  and  100-yd.  free)  and  Ron 
Burton  (200-yd.  free  and  200-yd.  but- 
terfly). 

RYNO  WINS 

Diver  Jay  Ryno  won  his  special- 
ty in  both  weekend  meets,  his 
best  effort  being  237.85  points 
against  the  Cadets. 

Seven  meet  records  were  set  in 
Saturday’s  outing.

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Finance  Board  Proposal  Ouriined

For  any  business  to  be  success- 
ful, there  has  to  be  careful  con- 
trol of  its  finances.  It  is  with 
this  in  mind  that  the  new  con- 
stitution proposes  the  creation  of 
a Finance  Board.  The  new  consti- 
tution provides  that  the  Vice 
President  of  Finance  shall  ap- 
point the  chairman  of  this  board, 
this  person  may  be  himself  or 
some  other  qualified  person. 

By  having  the  finance  office  ap- 
point the  chairman,  it  insures 
that  the  financial  proceedures  of 
the  university  will  be  met  and 
followed.  The  student  body  presi- 
dent is  granted  the  authority  to 
appoint  the  remaining  four  mem- 
bers of  the  board. 


There  has  been  some  concern 
expressed  over  the  fact  that  the 
student  body  president  v.;'.!  be 
able  to  control  the  finance  board 
with  his  four  appointed  mem- 
bers. However,  in  consideration 
of  this  point,  a few  pertinent 
facts  may  be  helpful. 

First,  the  fund';  p-’esrutly  bud- 
geted to  the  Pr.''.'‘l:;nt's  office 
represents  2%  of  the  total  ASBYU 
Budget,  this  amount  is  sufficient 
for  his  needs,  since  his  office  does 
very  little  actual  programming 
and  therefore  does  not  need  any 
sizeable  amount  of  the  budget. 

Second,  although  the  president 
appoints  these  people,  each  per- 
son must  be  approved  by  both 
the  cabinet  and  the  executive 
council,  this  acts  as  a check  and 


helps  to  insure  that  men  with  an 
interest  in  the  overall  student  pro- 
gram will  be  selected  to  serve. 

Finally,  once  these  men  have 
been  appointed,  they  will  func- 
tion relatively  antonomous  to 
any  office,  and  therefore  will  be 
“controlled"  by  no  one  individual. 

It  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  board,  to  prepare  the  ASBYU 
Budget  and  present  it  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  for  their  approv- 
al. It  will  also  be  the  Board"s 
responsibility  to  appropriate  the 
funds,  subject  to  Executive  Coun- 
cil approval,  requested  by  groups 
from  the  unclassified  fund  of  the 
budget. 

It  will  be  the  Board’s  sole  re- 
sponsibility to  handle  the  finan- 
cial appropriations  of  the  ASB- 
YU; they  will  have  no  “obliga- 
tions” to  any  specific  office.

Donate 

Equipment 

A class  in  scientific  equipment 
from  the  Western  Electric  Com- 
pany and  BeH  Telephone  Labora- 
tories has  matriculated  in  a unique 
program  of  industrial  aid  to  higher 
education  at  BYU, 

The  equipment,  which  consists 
of  20  types  of  electrical  and  scien- 
tific apparatus,  has  been  donated 
to  the  school  as  part  of  a sustained 
commitment  to  higher  education. 

Some  500,000  used,  surplus  and 
industrially  obsolete  items  from 
W^tern  Eelectric,  the  manufac- 
turing and  supply  unit  of  the  Bell 
System,  and  Bell  Labs,  the  sys- 
tem’s research  and  development 
arm,  are  collected  each  year  and 
distributed  to  engineering  and  sci- 
entific laboratories  of  more  than 
500  colleges  and  universities. 

Basically,  the  Bell  System’s  long- 
range  purpose  is  to  strengthen  sci- 
entific and  engineering  education. 
But  this  summer  the  gift  program 
proved  its  value  in  a pinch. 

Several  weeks  after  much  of  the 
laboratory  equipment  of  Elon  Col- 
lege in  North  Carolina  was  destroy- 
ed in  a fire,  Western  Electric  de- 
livered 108  pieces  of  scientific 
equipment.  Since  commercially 
ordered  replacements  could  not 
have  been  obtained  before  the  start 
of  the  fall  semestef,  the  equipment 
was  a timely  gift.  Much-needed 
measuring  equipment,  including  os- 
cilloscopes, wave  analyzers,  elec- 
tron tube  testers  and  power  sup- 
plies, were  sent  from  Bell  Labs. 

The  Bell  System’s  College  Gift 
Program,  administered  by  Western 
Electric,  began  in  the  ’Twenties 
with  the  donation  of  18  surplus  os- 
cilloscopes to  several  northeastern 
schools  and  has  grown  to  a size 
dwarfing  this  modest  beginning. 

So  big  has  the  project  become 
that  it  takes  a special  catalogue, 
published  annually,  to  list  available 
materials,  and  11  storerooms  scat- 
tered around  the  United  States  to 
warehouse  them. 

Over  the  years,  gifts  have 
ranged  from  thermistors  small 
enough  to  take  a grasshoper’s  tem- 
perature to  a microwave  antenna 
large  enough  to  register  radiation 
from  the  stars.

Perhaps  the  question  ought  to  read-  “Should  the  1 
cease  to  guarantee  the  continuity  of  communist  dictator’s 
in  Cuba  ?“  This  alone  would  constitute  a considerable  setb 
for  Fidel  Castro  without  any  direct  action  on  our  part, 
present  the  U.S.  is  protecting  the  island  from  any  ex  ly  0 
Cubans  wishing  to  free  their  homeland  through  coun"^ 
revolution. 

The  United  States  protects  the  bearded  Marxist  a 
result  of  the  late  Pres.  Kennedy’s  negotiating  “succ 
with  Ex-Premier  Nikita  Klirushchev.  Here  is  Khrushclu 
reply  to  J.  F.  Kennedy’s  “deal”  as  it  appeared  in  the  F 
York  Times  Oct.  6,  196’2 : 

“I  regard  with  respect  and  trust  the  statement 
made  in  your  message  on  Oct.  27,  1962,  that  there  wo 
be  no  attack,  no  invasion  of  Cuba,  and  not  only  on  the  p 
of  the  United  States,  but  also  on  the  part  of  other  nati 
of  the  Western  Hemisphei’e  as  you  have  said  in  the  sa 
message  of  yours.” 

In  turn,  the  U.S.  was  assured  that  all  offensive  miss 
would  leave  Cuba.  While  the  U.S.  is  rigorously  enforc 
Kennedy’s  anti  Monroe-Doctrine  blunder,  no  credible  gu 
antee  or  proof  of  the  removal  sf  missies  is  existent  to  t 
day. 

0H  the  contrai’y,  many  reliable  sources  are  report: 
their  continued  presence.  Yes,  the  U.S.  should  take  act 
to  remove  communist  power  from  Cuba.  We  should  start 
stopi)ing  to  support  his  regime  through  numerous  grai 
and  gifts  via  the  U.N.  and  other  agencies.  (The  U.S.  ti 
payer  pays  40%  of  the  U.N.  grants  to  Cuba.)  We  shoi 
further  stop  to  grant  loans  to  the  East  Block  Nations  v, 
are  also  the  chief  suppliers  of  Cuba  and  North  Vietnam 
WHY  BRITAIN 

Why  do  we  support  Britain’s  blockade  against  Rhode 
while  England  deals  quite  freely  with  our  enemies  ? Is  Rl 
desia  a greater  threat  to  peace  than  No.  Vietnam  or  Cub 
Is  it  conceivable  that  we  intend  to  remove  commimii 
from  South  Vietnam  which  is  halfways  around  the  wo: 
from  us  while  we  present  ourselves  to  the  world  as  incapal 
to  remove  Fidel  Castro  90  miles  from  our  own  shores  ? Is 
any  wonder  why  the  Viet  Cong  simply  cannot  seem  to  belie 
in  our  proclaimed  determination?  The  time  for  action  ’ 
in  1962  to  be  sure,  but  it  is  not  too  late. 

Encouragement  of  counterrevolution  and  strict  enfor< 
ment  of  the  economic  blockade  by  us  and  other  nations 
do  much  to  get  Castro  into  even  deeper  trouble  and  to 
the  removal  of  communism  from  Cuba.  If  England  cai 
seem  to  go  along  with  us,  maybe  we  then  should  find  oi 
selves  unwilling  of  going  along  with  the  Rhodesian  bloc 
ade  or  saving  the  English  pound  next  time  around.  All  oth' 
trading  partners  with  Cuba  are  vulnerable  in  some  or 
other  way. 

POLITICAL  STRENGTH 

Even  if  the  United  States  would  stand  to  lose  frienc 
trade  and  the  lives  of  many,  we  should  as  a matter  of  mor; 
ity  and  in  order  to  secure  the  blessings  of  the  Almighty  pu 
sue  a course  of  political  strength  based  in  integrity  ai 
uncompromissing  action  in  behalf  of  liberty.  While  it  mj 
be  argued  that  the  Monroe  Doctrine  is  dead  and  that  \ 
have  no  business  to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Cub 
no  law  on  earth  on  the  other  hand  can  force  us  to  prote 
and  aid  our  proclaimed  enemies  as  we  do  so  openly  at  tl 
present.  Let  us  return  to  political  sanity.  If  such  cour 
should  prove  to  be  endangering  the  peace,  then  let  us  remer 
ber  that  weakness  also  endangers  not  only  the  peace

(2)  Cuba  is  a spearhead  for  exciting  unrest  in  all  of 
ijatin  America.  It  is  a base  from  which  Communists  can 
oerpetrate  their  cause. 

LET  IT  FESTER 

(3)  As  we  ignore  it,  let  it  fester,  Cuba  is  steadily  in- 
ioctriniating  its  young  people  towards  the  Communistic  ide- 
ology. As  George  Enrique  Mendoza,  National  Director  of  the 

ft|  [State  Scholarship  Program  in  Cuba  expressed  it,  “Our  com- 
J Tiitment  is  to  forge  Communists.”  And  forging  Communists 
" lihey  are. 

America  has  several  roads  of  action  open  to  it.  It  can 
’ollow  its  present  policy  of  containment;  that  is,  leaving 
;3uba  alone  and  not  letting  the  problem  or  influence  there 
<l^3xpand.  The  weakness  of  this  policy  is  that  it  places  us 
Ip  continually  on  the  defensive ; as  we  have  to  wait  for  them 
;o  make  the  first  move.  Also,  it  is  hard  to  know  where  to 
i iraw  the  line  at  expansion. 

Or,  we  could  invade  the  island  and  overthrow  the  pres- 
jjmt  Commimistic-oriented  government.  This  leaves  room  for 
•1  mestion.  Would  Russia  back  down  as  she  has  in  the  past? 
would  the  rest  of  Latin  America  support  us?  Or  be  turned 
igainst  us? 

SUPPORT  EXILES 

Or,  we  could  support  a government  in  exile,  bringing 
ibout  an  overthrow  with  indirect  United  States  involve- 
: nent.  We  could  use  US  influence  and  backing  to  allow  the 
i Doeple  to  gain  their  own  form  of  government  and  officals, 
:ree  from  the  present  threat  of  imprisonment  and  strict 
'i  Tovenmental  control ; thus  safegarding  our  own  freedom. 
jThis  seems  the  most  plausible. 

Clearly,  as  Cuban  objectives  are  left  unhampered,  the 
^ ? r at  increases;  the  problem  becomes  active.  The  issue  in 
Cuba  is  not  stagnating,  it  is  growing. 

. . . The  woodchopers  are  still  marching  off.  Not  all  of 
m ftem  are  returning.

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Discovery  Of  Ancient  Elephant  Tusk 
Strengthens  Book  Of  Mormon  Claim 


Part  of  an  elephant  tusk,  found 
in  an  Idaho  archeological  excava- 
tion, was  recently  acquired  by  Paul 
R.  Cheesman,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Religious  Education  who  special- 
izes in  Book  of  Mormon  artifacts. 

Professor  Cheesman  has  a col- 
lection of  over  one  thousand  arti- 
facts, some  of  which  are  on  dis- 
play in  the  Pioneer  Room  of  the 
J.  Reuben  Clark  Library  and  the 
bottom  floor  of  the  Maeser  Bldg. 

NEW  EVIDENCE 
This  tusk  is  part  of  one  of  several 
elephant  tusks  found  near  Twin 
Falls,  Ida.  by  a California  univers- 
ity archeological  expedition.  The 
significance  of  the  find,  according 
to  Professor  Cheesman,  is  the  fact 
that  it  has  been  dated  pre-Columb- 
ian. This  provides  new  evidence  on 
the  validity  of  the  claim  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  (Ether  9:19),  of 
the  use  of  elephants  on  this  con- 
tinent prior  to  Columbus’s  time. 

Professor  Cheesman  has  had  his 
gold  artifacts  on  display  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Museum  and  has  a 
booklet  published  with  colored 
photos  of  that  exhibit. 

VALUABLE  COLLECTION 
A few  months  ago  he  received 
a wheel  sprocket  from  Peru  which 
appears  to  be  made  of  a metalic 
substance  which  resembles  iron. 
This,  too,  is  of  significance  because 


some  doubters  of  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon's authenticity  deny  the  possi- 
bility of  the  use  of  iron. 

He  began  his  collection  of  arti- 
facts in  1955  and  it  has  grown  to 
over  1000  items  worth  several  thou-
